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Murder 
suspect 
arrested

A 17-year-old Santa Ytiez youth was in 
custody today charged in the stabbing 
death of a Lompoc man early Tuesday 
morning on West Hickory Avenue. 
The youth was arrested within a few 
hours of the stabbing that left Anthony 
Frank O rtega m ortally wounded. 
Ortega. 22, of 135 South К St., was 
pronounced dead at Lompoc Hospital 
despite efforts of friends to save him. 
Doctors said the man died of m assive 
hemorraging from a knife wound in the 
chest. 
Today, officials said the knife 
missed the man’s heart but severed vital 
arteries. 
Police Capt. Robert Hebert said the 
suspect was turned over to juvenile 
probation authorities in Santa Maria 
pending acting action before juvenile 
court referees. 
Hebert said friends of his department 
would confer with the district attorney 
and juvenile probation officials on the 
handling of the case. 
A petition will 
probably be filed charging some form of 
murder. 
Two other suspects, friends of the 
prime suspect, will not be charged with 
the actual stabbing, Hebert said. 
News media generally were honoring a 
hold on the use of the prime suspect’s 
name because of his age. 
Police took the suspect into custody 
after being supplied with a first name by 
witnesses. Hebert said the weapon used 
in the stabbing was a Filipino “ butterfly 
knife." The knife, or one believed to be 
the death weapon w as seized a s 
evidence. Hebert said. 
Hebert said stories of the two sides in 
the case were in dispute. He said friends 
of Ortega tended to brand the suspect 
and his two friends as troublemakers, 
who came into the midst of a gathering 
of young people on Hickory Avenue with 
an intent to fight. 
The suspect and his friends, on the 
other hand, contend that they arrived on 
Hickory Avenue looking for a girl that 
the suspect had previously dated. 
Oil shale 
development 
approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Interior 
Department, overruling environmental 
protests, has given the go-ahead for ef­ 
forts to tap a new energy source — oil 
shale — that may add 1.8 trillion barrels 
of oil to the nation s energy supply 
But with an issue on his hands that 
some experts believe is certain to end up 
in court, Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
has imposed a list of 12 conditions which 
oil companies must accept before they 
can start their work. 
Andrus said Tuesday that Occidental 
Oil Shale and Ashland Oil can start as 
soon as next month with prototype shale 
oil development in Colorado’s Piceance 
Creek Basin if they accept the 12 condi­ 
tions designed to ensure environmental 
protection 
Andrus turned down a demand by the 
Environm ental D efense Fund, the 
Colorado Open Space Council Mining 
Workshop and Friends of the Earth for a 
supplemental environmental impact 
statement He said all issues involved in 
the prototype work were covered in an 
initial impact statement and have been 
subject to public debate. 
Andrus’ approval of the oil shale 
development plan cleared the way for 
work on a 5.000-acre federal lease 20 
miles west of Rio Blanco Store, Colo., 
for which Occidental and Ashland paid 
$118 million The two companies plan to 
cook oil out of the gray shale un­ 
derground and then pump the fuel to the 
surface as if it were natural crude oil.

Lompoc airport funds 
sought by commission

The county’s airport commission has 
applied for federal loans to improve 
Lompoc and Santa Ynez airports and is 
eyeing low interest state loans for 
financing the cost of new hangars 
Details of the action were announced 
by Supervisor Robert L. Hedlund and 
amplified on by John Maddock, official 
of the county department of transporta­ 
tion 
Maddock said the commission had ap­ 
plied for loans of $293.000 for Santa Ynez 
and $147.000 for Lompoc. 
The Santa 
Ynez funds would enable the county to 
complete an 800-foot gap in the parallel 
taxiway and provide some additional tie­ 
down or parking area; the Lompoc funds 
would provide some additional parking 
aprons and extend the taxiway areas In 
the latter case, Maddock said, the level 
of a well in the northeast norther of the 
present taxiway area would be adjusted 
below ground level in order to permit 
traffic over the top 
Maddock said the county was among 
the top two or three counties in the state 
in a bid for the funds. 


Money is also available at 4 5 per cent 
interest from the state aeronautic fund 
for public improvements to airports. 
The funds could be used for new hangars 
at the two airports, Maddock said. Cost 
of 10 units at either airport is about 
$112,000 to $121.000. 
Maddock said there are 40 small plane 
owners on a waiting list for hangars in 
Santa Ynez Valley and 17 on the list at 
Lompoc. 


The commission will be aided in the 
actions by ad hoc committees formed at 
the two airports. Lompoc’s consists of 
Chet Waite, George Bedford, Joe Sesto, 
Mannan Thomason and John Bazan.

Tides rise 
as hurricane 
nears Texas 


GALVESTON. Tex (UPI) - The first 
hurricane of the season drifted westward 
today toward the Texas coast, spilling 
tides over low-lying shore roads and 
chasing vacationers inland from the 
state's resort beaches 
A spokesman for the National Weather 
Service said tides were running four the 
five feet above normal in advance of 
Anita, which reached hurricane strength 
Tuesday. 
‘‘Civil 
Defense 
is recommending 
evacuation of persons living below the 
five-foot level east of Galveston." an 
NWS spokesman said “ Further evacua­ 
tion m ay be recom m ended late r 
d ep en d in g on the m ovem en t of 
Hurricane Anita.” 
At 9 a m EDT, Anita was located near 
latitude 26 2 north and longitude 91 9 
west, or about 350 miles southeast of 
Corpus Christi, Tex 
The storm w as d riftin g slow ly 
westward at less than 5 miles per hour 
and was expected to continue the wester­ 
ly course throughout the day. Highest 
sustained winds were reported at 95 
miles per hour, with slightly higher gusts 
in squalls near the hurricane eye. 
The NWS said conditions remained 
favorable for Anita to increase in 
strength. 
At Galveston, where a 1900 hurricane 
killed 6,000 to 8,000 persons, winds 
remained gusty at about 20 to 30 miles 
per hour in advance of the storm. Higher 
winds and heavy rainfall was forecast by 
late evening. 


Numerous highways along the beaches 
were closed due to rising water, in­ 
cluding State Highway 87 between High 
Island and Sabine Pass, Tex. The 
National Seashore south of Malaquite 
Beach was also closed. 
“ Persons should remain off Gulf 
beaches and continue preparations for 
the possible arrival of Hurricane Anita,” 
the NWS spokesman said. 


More than 30,000 offshore oil workers 
and coastal residents in Louisiana and 
the upper Texas coast had fled inland 
Tuesday as Anita changed from a 
blustery tropical storm to a hurricane 
The Coast Guard placed all six of its 
Texas stations on standby alert and

Lompoc teachers yesterday ratified 
230 to 124 a two-year contract negotiated 
for them by bargaining agent, the Lom­ 
poc Education Association (LEA). The 
school board also approved the contract 
yesterday. 
The contract features a 6.25 per cent 
total increase in salary and fringe 
benefits, which are the only items that 
can be renegotiated next year. 
Along with a $30 across-the-board in­ 
crease in coaches’ salaries, the compen­ 
sation hikes should cost the district 
about $607,000, Assistant Superintendent 
Alice Milligan said. 
Each teacher will receive a flat in­ 
crease of $449 to apply towards their 
choice of health and welfare premiums. 
They received $806 last year, and now 
will receive $1,255. 
In addition, each teacher will receive a 
3.77 per cent increase in salary. 
The 
LEA initially asked for 9 per cent, or 1 5 
times the cost-of-living increase. 
Total compensation increases among 
teachers will differ. In effect, a teacher 
at the bottom of the salary schedule 
would receive a 8.3 per cent total in­ 
crease in salary and fringe benefits; a 
teacher at the top of the schedule would 
receive a total 6.1 per cent increase. 
Teachers of grades four, five and six 
received a 25-minute preparation period, 
thus reducing their student day from 325 
to 300 minutes. (First, second and third- 
grade teachers have a 280-minute stu­ 
dent day.) 
In other areas of the contract: 
— Teachers received no additional sick 
leave days. 
H ow ever, the LEA 
negotiated a contract provision that 
teachers may ask the district to use 
more than the maximum six of 10 sick 
leave days per year for “ personal neces­ 
sity.” Milligan estimated that this could 
cost the district about $15.000 in sub­ 
stitute salaries. 
— The LEA did not win binding ar­ 
bitration in grievance procedures 
But 
several changes in grievance procedures 
were made The five-member ‘‘Review 
Panel" which used to decide disputes, 
now will be called the “ Advisory Ar­ 
bitration Board.” 
Before, individual teachers could bring 
a grievance before the “ Review Panel.” 
Now teachers must request the LEA to 
"bring their grievances before the “ Ad­ 
visory Arbitration Board ” 
Also before, teachers could appeal a 
grievance to the board of trustees, whose 
decision was final and binding. 
Now 
final decision-making power lies with the 
Superintendent of Schools 
LEA chief negotiator Carol Linger 
denied that this was a step backwards 
for teachers 
“ Let’s call it what it 
always w as.” she said 
“ By the time 
«grievances» got to the school board, you 
just knew they were going to uphold the 
administration ” 
— The LEA negotiated no decrease in 
class size. However, it received a verbal 
“ prom ise" from the distnct that, should 
there be funding available, subject 
specialists for elementary schools would 
be hired. 
“ There was absolutely nothing gained 
for the students,” said Norman Larson, 
president of LEA s rival, minority union. 


the Lompoc Federation of Teachers 
(LFT). 
LEA ’s Linger argued, however, that 
other than class size, there are no direct­ 
ly student-related items in the scope of 
negotiations allowed under the Rodda 
Act, the new collective bargaining law. 
Hiring, she said, is not within this scope. 
Larson also criticized LEA’s contract 
in “ gaining nothing” with collective 
bargaining “ that the Winton Act could 
have proviced easily .” 
Under the 
Winton Act last year, the district was 
obliged to “ meet and confer” with the 
LEA and LFT jointly. Teacher critics 
have snidely referred to past procedures 
as “ meet and defer" or “ collective 
begging.” 
Last year teachers received a total 
6 02 per cent increase in salaries and 
fringe benefits. 
Larson argued that the fringe benefit 
amounts — based on the cost of health 
and welfare premiums — should not be 
included as part of the pay package. He 
called the 3.77 per cent salary increase 
“ paltry, really poor.” 
Last year teachers received 
a total 
6 02 increase in compensation — a 4 per 
cent salary hike and a 2.02 increase in 
fringe benefits. 
Teachers can renegotiate with the dis­ 


trict next year on salary and benefits, 
but must live with all other term s of the 
agreem ent for two y ears, a term 
requested by the district during negotia­ 
tions. 
The two-year term eliminates the right 
of LEA to meet and negotiate with the 
districts on matters other than compen­ 
sation. 
The term also means that the LFT 
could not seek another bargaining agent 
elect next year, since the law stipulates 
that rival unions may do so only within 
120 days before the effective contract ex­ 
pires. 
LFT members were still bitter about 
the LEA ’s keeping secret details of the 
contract before the ratification meeting. 
LFT member Carol Ann Johnson, also 
a hospital director, told LEA President 
Ruth Hadley after the meeting, "I wish 
we could have seen the contract earlier 
so I could have asked some intelligent 
questions and given you some feedback.” 
Hadley smiled at Johnson, but said 
nothing 
Johnson then walked up to LEA 
members in charge of checking off 
teachers’ names as they entered the 
auditorium.” 
“ I really resent being treated like a 
dodo," she said.

Lompoc tennis players should have 
more lighted courts, city council and 
school board members agreed last night 
in a joint dinner meeting at the Royal 
Coach Restaurant. 
With “ so many people clamouring for 
a place to play" at night, Mayor Charlot­ 
te Benton said, the city could include in 
its next budget funds to install lights on 
school tennis courts 
This would cost roughly $15.000 for a 
pair of courts, City Administrator Gene 
Wahlers estimated 
The need for lights on junior high 
basketball courts was also identified as a 
priority for both the school district and 
the city. 
The two boards agreed that their staffs 
would cooperate on a “ feasibility study” 
to determine which courts to light and to 
look into costs. 
Also last night, the two boards discus­ 
sed the need for a flashing traffic light at 
Ocean Avenue and V Street to increase 
safety for students going to and from 
school. Wahlers said he would submit 
another request to the state that it install 
the lights. 
The Transportation Department has 
denied this request, because of what it 
considers a lack of traffic, but Wahlers 
said he would ask the department to con­ 
sider Lom poc’s fog and visibility 
problem. 
Alberta Morgan, the only general 
citizen in attendance, argued for the 
need of transportation for the handicap- 
ped, suggesting that the school district 
share its special buses with adult han­ 
dicapped 


Jack Lam, community development 
director, pointed out the recent in­ 
creased demand for housing in Lompoc. 
But can you guarantee us about two

Lam predicted that average household 
size would continue its dropping trend.

Tax rates 
down for 
Lompocans

The average homeowner in Lompoc 
and Solvang will have slightly reduced 
tax bills compared to levels of 1976-’77, 
but their counterparts in the Santa Ynez 
area will not be so fortunate. 
Comparative figures on the tax bills 
were released by county auditor con­ 
troller William Parsons Tuesday. 
Parsons said Lompoc property tax­ 
payers whose properties were not reas­ 
sessed this year will experience tax rate 
and tax bill reductions of 5 7 per cent 
He issued tables showing that combined 
tax rate for a code area within the City of 
Lompoc would be more than 65 cents less 
for this year than the past fiscal year. 


Parson’s figures show the owner of a 
$25,000 home in the Lompoc area will pay 
a total tax of $491 36, down about 5.7 per 
cent from the $520 88 bill of last year. 
The total tax bill on a $45,000 home in 
the Solvang area will be about $860.91, 
down about 12.5 per cent from the $984 04 
bill of last year, according to Parson’s 
figures. 
In sharp con trast, according to 
Parsons, the owner of a home valued at 
$26,500 last year in the Santa Ynez Valley 
area, faces a 90 4 per cent increase in the 
tax bill, to $1,037 from last year’s bill of 
$544 
The big increase in the tax bills in the 
Santa Ynez area are the result of reas­ 
sessments in the market value of homes, 
because the total tax rate is lower than 
those of Lompoc or Solvang, Parsons’ 
figures show. 
The total tax rate in the Santa Ynez 
area per $100 of assessed valuation, is 
$9 0195, compared to $10.9191 in Lompoc 
and 9.0622 in Solvang 
Lompoc’s bill leads the way possibly 
because of the city rate of $1.84. Santa 
Ynez and Solvang are not cities 


Smith sees Rhodesian victory 


SA LISBU R Y , R hodesia (UPI) - 
Rhodesia’s overwhelmingly white elec­ 
torate voted today in national elections 
crucial to chances for an end to five 
years of racial bloodshed, and leaders of 
Prime Minister Ian Smith’s ruling party 
predicted a massive victory. 


Smith, who appealed for a mandate to 
reject U S-B ritish peace proposals 
because they do not offer enough protec­ 
tion for the outnumbered whites, said his 
regime faces “ a kind of ultimatum” 
from the Western powers but promised 
to discuss the plan. 
The prime minister and his party have 
led Rhodesia since 1962 


U N Ambassador Andrew Young and 
British Foreign Secretary David Owen 
will be in Salisbury Thursday to deliver 
their p r o p o s a l on t r a n s f e r r i n g 
R ho de s ia ’s government to black 
majority rule. 
Senior officials of the Rhodesian Front 
party said they were confident the elec­ 
tion results would keep Smith in power. 
They predicted the party will capture 
most of the 50 white seats in the 86- 
member House of Assembly. 


They based their predictions on 
reports from polling booths that in­ 
dicated voters preferred the Rhodesian 
Front slate.

HONOLULU (UPI) - Two 
high Soviet health officials deny 
that dissidents in their nation 
often are incarcerated in men­ 
tal institutions. 
Dr. Andrei Snezhnevsky, di­ 
rector of the Institute of 
Psychiatry of the Soviet 
Union’s Academy of Medical 
Sciences, attending the sixth 
meeting of the World Congress 
of Psychiatry, said nobody is 
being detained in Russian men­ 
tal hospitals for political or 
religious reasons 
Snezhnevsky, the Soviet 
Union’s most eminent psychia­ 


trist, told the Honolulu Adver­ 
tiser, “most people who have 
acted against Soviet power are 
mentally healthy, and they are 
in prisons.” 
“Gluzman and Podrabineck 
are in prisons,” he said, referr­ 
ing to a Soviet psychiatrist and 
a dissident medical worker who 
are subjects of campaigns to 
win their freedom. “The Soviet 
courts can handle these people 
without the aid of p s y ­ 
chiatrists.” 
Snezhnevsky added that dissi­ 
dents who have wound up in 
mental hospitals over the past 


decade were interned not 
because of their politics, but 
because they actually were 
mentally ill, 
Snezhnevsky said they were 
better off in mental hospitals 
because if they had been sent to 
prison, 
their se n te n c e s 
probably would have been 
longer. 
The head of the Soviet 
Union’s Health Ministry, Dr. 
E A. Babayan, told UPI pa­ 
tients are placed in hospitals 
only if they “committed a 
delinquency, being mentally 
sick and irresponsible.”

One of three men charged 
early Monday with trespassing 
at the cemetery where Pre­

Adkins, 26, notified officers 
only hours after the superstar 
died August 16 that an attempt 
would be m ade to ste a l 
Presley’s body. 
The police director said 
Adkins told officers a ransom 
note was sent to Presley’s 
Graceland mansion just before 
the alleged snatch was attemp­ 
ted 
No such note has been 
found by police sifting through 
a huge volume of Presley mail. 
Presley's body, sealed in a 
copper casket and cemented in­ 
side a thick-walled concrete 
crypt covered with marble, has 
been guarded around the clock 
by police since his entomb­ 
ment.

Reprimanded Army guard 
kills three persons 


NEWPORT, Ind. (UPI) — A Newport Army Ammunition 
Depot guard, reprimanded for insubordination, disarmed a 
fellow security officer and began shooting at everyone he 
saw Tuesday, killing three persons and wounding two others. 
The gunman was wounded in an exchange of gunfire with 
plant security personnel and captured. 
State Police identified the suspect as Juan Gonsales, 53, of 
Terre Haute. He was placed under guard in the intensive 
care unit of Union Hospital in Terre Haute, where he was 
listed in serious but stable condition. 
Police said Gonsales wrestled a revolver from a security 
guard, who apparently accompanied him to the second floor 
of the facility’s administration building, where he had been 
summoned to be reprimanded for insubordination. 
“They said he began shooting at anyone he saw,” said a 
trooper at Terre Haute’s Indiana State Police post. 
Authorities said he fled down the stairs to the ground floor 
and exchanged shots with another guard and was wounded in 
the exchange. 
Police said one of those killed was Tony Lacopo, of 
Rockville, the plant protection superintendent Also dead 
were plant employes William Dillard, of Cayuga, and James 
Clark, of Terre Haute. 
Troopers identified the wounded as Charlene Dunham, in 
her early 20s, of Cayuga, and Steven H Posem, 23, of Euclid, 
Ohio. 
Ms. Dunham, secretary to installation commander Capt. 
Ben Moberly, was in fair condition in St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital in Danville, 111. Posem, a civilian doing contract 
work at the depot, underwent surgery in Union Hospital 
where his condition was listed as serious, but stable. 
Security personnel closed off the depot after the shootings, 
refusing to allow employes of the administration building to 
leave and barring entry of outside personnel. 
Federal agents were placed in charge of the investigation 
since the shooting occurred at a government facility.

Heavy rains caused an es­ 
timated $8 5 million damage to 
the crops earlier this year, ac­ 
cording to Claude M. Finnell, 
Imperial County agricultural 
commissioner 
But with the 
worms, damage is now estimat­ 
ed at more than $50 million. 
Finnell said Tuesday that the 
floods precipitated the on­ 
slaught of the worms Normal­ 
ly, Finnell said, farmers could 
expect to harvet two bales of 
cotton per acre, but this year 
they will probably only get one 
bale per acre. 
“ It is a disasterous situa­ 
tion,” Finnell said “ We simply 
can’t contain the worm popula­ 
tion They are voracious.” 
The worms were first found 
on tobacco leaves, but they soon 
adapted to cotton and multiply 
very rapidly

BOGOTA, Colombia (UPI) - 
A severe earthquake that jolted 
northwestern Colombia Tues­ 
day night killed at least three 
persons and sent hundreds flee­ 
ing from high-rise buildings in 
Bogota, initial reports from the 
region said. 
“ Surely there are many 
wounded,” said a police spokes­ 
man in the small town of Apar- 
tado, 380 miles northwest of 
Bogota, where three persons 
died in the collapse of a 
building 
One Apartado businessman 
contacted by telephone said 
“ several ambulances are trav­ 
eling back and forth” from the 
dam aged 
building, 
which 
housed an ice cream parlor and 
several bars. 
Authorities said they had yet 
to receive damage and injury 
reports from several of the 
m ore isolated towns and 
villages in the stricken region. 
The quake measured 6 6 on 
the open-ended Richter Scale 
and struck at 7:42 p.m. Colom­ 
bia time (8:42 p.m. EDT), ac­ 
cording to the U S Geological 
Survey in Washington and Hong 
Kong’s Royal Observatory. 
Both agencies put its epicen­ 
ter in the Pacific about 150 
miles off Colombia's northern 
coast, an area known to 
geologists as the “ Ring of 
Fire” because of its frequent 
earthquake and volcanic ac­ 
tivity 
Bogota's Andean Institute of 
Geophysics said the quake 
measured 4.5 on the Mercalli 
Scale that ranges from 1 to 12. 
It estimated the epicenter was 
near Antioquia province’s west­ 
ern border with Choco provin­ 


ce. 
The te m b lo r slam m ed 
through a stretch of northwest­ 
ern Colombia parallel to the 
Andes Mountain range and was 
felt as far away as Bogota, 
where hundreds of the city’s 5 
million residents fled from 
high-rise buildings 
Police in the Andean city of 
Medellin, Colombia’s second- 
largest with 15 million persons, 
said the quake set off landslides 
in the surrounding hills that 
flattened three sq u a tte rs’ 
shacks but caused no injuries 
Medellin is 530 miles north­ 
west of Bogota 
The quake also was felt in the 
cities of Manizales, 170 miles 
northw est of Bogota, and 
Monteria, 270 miles away No 
dam age or injuries were 
reported in those cities 
In the village of La Beiba in 
Antioquia province, the quake 
toppled a church steeple but no

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Fluorocarbon ban 
bill goes to Brown 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Legislation prohibiting the 
m anufacture and sale of 
cancer-linked fluorocarbon pro­ 
pellants in California by April 
1979 has been sent to Gov Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. by the 
Senate. 
The bill (SB 153) by Sen. John 
Dunlap, D-Napa, was granted 
final legislative passage Tues­ 
day on a bare-minimum 21-9 
vote to accept Assembly 
amendments. 
Dunlap and backers of the 
measure argued that the 
propellant used in such pro­ 
ducts as hair sprays and 
deodorants destroys the ozone 
layer of the atmosphere which 
blocks cancer-causing radia­ 
tion. 
But opponents said exemp­ 
tions in the law would allow use 
of fluorocarbons in air condi­ 
tioners, refrigerators and medi­ 
cal devices and banning use of 
the chemical would do little to 
ease the worldwide problem. 
The bill would ban manufac­ 
ture of flurocarbons and aerosol 
containers using the propellant 
in California by Oct. 15, 1978. 
Sale of the chemical and con­ 
tainers would be prevented 
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after April 15, 1979. 
But the measure, if signed 
into law, would become ineffec­ 
tive if proposed federal regula­ 
tions banning the chemical are 
approved.- 
Sen. Bob Wilson, D-La Mesa, 
contended that banning fluoro­ 
carbons in California would do 
little to eliminate the problem 
of pollution worldwide. 
“ Red China doesn’t have a 
bill like this and Russia doesn’t 
have a bill like this,” he said. 
“ All this is going to do is put the 
people who make flurocarbons 
out of work.” 
He added that fluorocarbons 
will still be released into the air 
when air conditioners or 
refrigerators are thrown out or 
damaged

Cancer agents tied 
to smokers' study 


CHICAGO (U P I) - A chemi­ 
cal researcher said today the 
urine of smokers shows a 
significantly higher activity of 
probable cancer causing agents 
than that of non-smokers 
Sm o kers' 
urin e shows 
definite activity for mutagens 
— substances that alter genetic 
material, Dr. Bruce N. Ames of 
the University of California- 
Berkeley said in a paper 
prepared for delvery at the 
174th national meeting of the 
American Chemical Society. 
Almost all carcinogens — 
cancer causing agents — are 
mutagens, Ames said, and 
“ mutagens are carcinogens 
with few, if any. exceptions.” 
Smoke is known to contain car­ 
cinogens. he said 
There was no mutagenic ac­ 
tivity in the urine of smokers 
who do not inhale and limited 


experiments suggest that low- 
tar cigarettes may be less 
hazardous, he said. 


“ Our analysis of smokers’ 
urine shows that all of the seven 
smokers examined who inhaled 
and smoked ordinary cigarettes 
had significant mutagenic ac­ 
tivity in their urine.” Ames 
said 


Ames has developed a proce­ 
dure to rapidly examine the 
urine of large numbers of peo­ 
ple. He said test results showed 
that of 28 samples taken from 
seven smokers at different 
times of the day, ail but two 
showed considerable mutagenic 
activity. 
“ It appears that there is 
much less mutagenic activity in 
the urine after the interval of 
six to eight hours of sleep,” he 
said

Surrounded by treasures in her home 
at 425 North Lupine. Betty Laurent 
paused to reflect on her years at the 
Lompoc Record, the years before and 
her plans for the years to come. 
Mrs. Laurent recently retired after 18 
years as the Record’s society editor. 
“I consider my 18 years with the 
Record one of the most pleasant periods 
of my life,” she says, “because I was do­ 
ing what I enjoyed doing." 
And what she has enjoyed doing a good 
share of her life has been newspaper 
work. 
Daughter of a newspaper editor father 
and a former school teacher mother, she 
remembers when her father worked 
nights for an Iowa paper. 
He couldn’t spend much time with his 
family. So quite often he’d buy ice cream 
on his way home, then wake them all up 
and they’d eat it together 
As a young woman, Betty Stewart 
went to work for the Clinton (Iowa) Dai­ 
ly Advertiser in its downtown office. 
Later she ran the newspaper’s branch of­ 
fice on the north end of town where she 
handled “anything that came in ” 
This included news, features, clas­ 
sified ads and even the carrier boys Plus 
obituaries, of course. 
Each day she would take her news 
down to the main office by street car 
“ then dash back up and do my work.” 
Instead of taking obituaries over the 
phone, she collected them in person on a 
dead run from the mortuaries which 
were located in opposite directions 
“Invariably, I'd fail,” Betty says with 
a wry grin 
The branch office of the Clinton Herald 
(her newspaper’s opposition) was right 
across the street so she saw the manager 
quite often 
One day he and the manager of one of 
the mortuaries grabbed her and put her 
in a coffin. 
“I don't really remember the end of it 
but I know I didn’t stay there,” she says 
with a laugh 
After four and one-half years with the 
Clinton Daily Advertiser she spent six 
months working for the Clinton Herald 
before eloping, at 23 with the 24-year-old 
movie projectionist, Elmer Laurent. 
After their daughter, Jean was born, 
her dad handed her an ad for a cor­ 
respondent in the Des Moines Register 
and said, “ Apply for that — you'll enjoy 
it.” He promised her mother would take 
care of Jean. 
She got the job and went on, briefly, 
also as a correspondent for United Press 
International And when she quit there, 
she still sent features to the Des Moines 
Register. 
By then, the Laurents also had a son, 
Jim and Betty continued to freelance 
Widowed in 1951, in 1957 Betty made 
five trips to California to see her 
children who had moved out here Her 
daughter, then living in Westchester, 


suggested she sell her home in Iowa and 
move out. 
A year later she came to California to 
live with her son in Torrance. 
There she spent a year as women’s 
editor of the Torrance Press until her 
boss recommended her to Harry Crompe 
as society editor of the Lompoc Record. 
She began her new job Jan. 18. 1960. 
She remembers exactly. 
Her first week at the Record, Betty 
says a woman called her from a bar 
wishing to announce her daughter’s im­ 
pending marriage. She began to realize 
the woman was intoxicated when she 
said, “It’s all right, you don’t have to 
think anything of it even if she does have 
to get married. He’s done right by her 
now " 
Then she invited Betty to the bar to 
celebrate the engagement. 
She also remembers the obviously 
much older woman who wanted to an­ 
nounce her engagement and presented 
her high school graduation picture to run 
with the announcement. 
Asked if she didn’t have a more recent 
picture, she replied. “Yes. but I want 
this one used It’s the best I ever had 
taken!" 


Betty to take something over the phone 
and she refused, telling the woman to 
send it in. 
When it arrived, the story reported 
“Every eye and ear was on the speaker 
as she related the Glory of God.” 
In her years at the Record, Betty says 
she has enjoyed the clubs she has been 
associated with. And she has admired 
the young people's clubs because even 
with a small membership “they get so 
much accomplished for the town.” 
She has enjoyed so many of the 
publicity chairmen for the various 
groups and says “I think they begin to 
know more about the newspaper. Some 
come in with no understanding but want 
to help their club and before they’re 
through they’re doing a tremendous 
job.” 
This summer, in early July, Betty dis­ 
covered that she had a completely 
detached retina which, if allowed to go 
without surgery, could resu lt in 
blindness. 
Within a few days the delicate opera­ 
tion was performed in Santa Barbara. 
Though recovery in such cases is slow, 
Betty says the operation was very suc­ 
cessful. 
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One woman brought in her three-year- 
old son and had him hand Betty a slip of 
paper On it. the boy was announcing the 
engagement and approaching marriage 
of his mother to his father 
“ She was really mad to think I 
wouldn't run it that wav.” Betty says. 
“But I wouldn’t.’' 
“People who don’t want their things 
edited have bugged me." she says. “ An 
editor is an editor after all and has to put 
the story in the best light possible ” 
She recalled one woman in particular 
who used m any a d je c tiv e s and 
demanded Betty print her reports of 
church events word for word 


“ And w ith m e ," B etty say s, 
“demanding was like waving a red flag.” 


Those who demanded their stories be 
published exactly as written “usually 
were written in very flowery language 
praising someone or someone’s ac­ 


complishments,” she says.

Historic San Marcos Pass, of­ 
ficially known as Highway 154 
and designated as a California 
scenic route, is one of the most 
traveled 
a rteries 
betw een 
Santa Barbara and the Santa 
Ynez Valley 


Due to highway improvement 
work com p leted 
in recent 
years, including the removal of 
a number of extrem ely sharp 
and winding curves and the con­ 
struction of the Cold Spring 
Bridge, travel tim e, when the 
tr a ffic 
is not too h eavy, 
between the heart of the valley 
and southerly offram p ap­ 
proach to Highway 101 is about 
35 to 40 minutes, 


Although the summer season 
produces a heavier flow of vehi­ 
cles than at any other time of 
the year with many heading for 
the Lake Cachuma recreation 
area and the tourist attractions 
of Solvang and the rest of the 
valley, it is a well used highway 
12 months of the year 
Much of the daily flow of cars 
and other vehicles is generated 
by those who work in Santa Bar­ 
bara and who live in the valley 
The valley today is rapidly as­ 
suming the title of a "bedroom 


community” for the Santa Bar­ 
bara area 
Travel over 
San M arcos, 
however, has not always been 
as speedy as it is today, nor. as 
comfortable 
Early day transportation 
along the pass route was by 
horseback or carreta, a Spanish 
cart, drawn by oxen for which 
any trail was sufficient. 


In 1868 San Marcos P ass 
becam e a toll road 
R ates 
levied in 1869 were $1 for one 
horse and vehicle; $1 50 for two 
horses and vehicle, $2 50 for 
four horses and vehicle; 
25 
cents a head for herds of cattle 
or horses and 5 l z cents a head 
for sheep 


The San M arcos toll road was 
m ain tain ed 
under p riv a te 
ownership until 1893 when it 
was taken over by the county 
During the era of the stage 
c o a c h , s t a tio n s w ere e s ­ 
tablished along the way Each 
station was equipped with a 
blacksmith shop because the 
rough terrain wore out the 
horses' shoes and it was neces­ 
sary to replace them frequent­ 
ly 
At the stations near the towns 
the passengers were able to buy 


food, but in the country, a stove 
or fir e p la c e provided the 
facilities to enable the pas­ 
sengers to prepare their own 
food 
Stations were alw ays 
located near wood and water. 
The stage fare between Los 
Olivos and Santa Barbara was 
$5 50 each way. The meals were 
extra The drivers received $125 
a month 


Since the horses were trained 
to cover the distance as rapidly 
as they could, it was said that it 
was almost impossible to stop 
them on the level land between 
the stations. 


The late Samuel de la Cuesta, 
long time Santa Ynez Valley 
ranches and resident, recalled 
that the Concord stages which 
plied 
b etw een Santa Ynez 
Valley and Santa Barbara were 
handsom e and exceed in gly 
well-cared-for vehicles. 
Noting that he had ridden on 
the stage many tim es. Mr de la 
Cuesta said the stages were 
always pulled by a team of six 
magnificent, matched trotting 
horses — som etim es all black, 
or all brown or all sorrel. 
He remem bered, too. that the 
team s were changed several 
tim es on the route, first at the 


San Lucas, later at what is now 
Rancho San Fernando R ey, 
Cold Spring and at another 
place on the other side of the 
mountain 
In the early years, the toll 
was paid at the Kinevan Ranch 
at the summit of the pass. 
Little delay was caused by 
the changing of the team s 
which took but a few minutes 
However, 
the 
stage journey 
over the pass from the valley 
usually took about six hours 
Travel tim e over the pass 
might have been a great deal sl­ 
ower than it is today, but handl­ 
ing of the mail wasn’t 
An early day postmaster at 
the Foxen Ranch station in the 
Sisquoc area, it was said, dis­ 
tributed the mail delivered to 
him in a sack by the southbound 
stage for Santa Ynez Valley 
residents 
The story goes that while the 
postm aster 
went about 
his 
work, the driver of the stage 
would allow his horses to dash 
in a circle in front of the sta­ 
tion When the mail was finally 
sorted and sacked, the post­ 
master would throw the bag 
into the rapidly moving stage 
and the driver would take off 
for the next stop in Los Olivos.

CHP comments on highway closings for bike racing 


The concept of establishing 
“ rolling” highway closures to 
permit pack riding during over- 
the-road bicycle races has been 
researched by the California 
Highway Patrol and deter­ 
mined to be illegal. Lieutenant 
R.A. Dzamba, Commander of 
the CHP’s Buellton Area, said. 
“ B ic y c le 
groups 
had 
proposed that present Vehicle 
Code authority to temporarily 
close roads might extend to 
creating moving closures coin­ 
ciding with the progress of bicy­ 
cle racers. Our analysis showed 
that the practice would not be 
legal.” he said. 
Lieutenant Dzamba said that 
the CHP makes every effort to 


cooperate with bona fide cycl­ 
ing groups in planning safe, 
lawful, competitive events. 
“ An actual road closure, 
negotiated with the governmen­ 
tal jurisdiction having authority 
over the road in question, is the 
best procedure.” 
He said that “ short of obtain­ 
ing a formal closure, bicycle 
groups planning races should 
assure that riders will comply 
with all vehicle laws. Pack 
riding is illegal, as determined 
by an Attorney General’s Opi­ 
nion which says that pack 
riding in an open course race 
violates Vehicle Code Section 
21202 requiring bicycles to be 
ridden as close as practicable 


to the right-hand-side of the 
roadway when moving slower 
than the normal speed of traf­ 
fic.” 
The Lieutenant said that bicy- 


cle groups planning races 
should coordinate with their 
local CHP office to “ solve 
potential conflicts well before a 
race is conducted.”

switching office where calls are 
routed to their destinations. 
At the van’s switchboard. 
General Telephone employes 
identify out-of-service numbers 
and handle calls for customers 
experiencing trouble. That is, 
when a customer picks up the 
phone to dial, a light flashes on 
the sw itch b oard and a 
recording tells callers to hold 
until a repairman can assist 
them. 
The repairman then dials the 
local switching office and 
another light flashes on the 
switchboard indicating where 
to plug in so that service is tem­ 
porarily restored 
Even when 
a customer picks up the phone 


and there is no dial tone, the 
repairman receives a signal 
and restores the customer’s 
service. 
“ In some instances, perma­ 
nent services has been restored 
so quickly that many of our 
customers weren’t even aware 
that there had been a disruption 
of service,” said John Spencer, 
m anager 
of 
G e n e ra l 
Telephone’s Santa Maria Divi­ 
sion. 


In emergency call-outs — for 
example, when 
a contractor 
accidentally digs up a cable — 
the unit is in operation around 
the clock until permanent ser­ 
vice is restored 
This could 
vary anywere from a few hours 
to three or four days 


Walk-up telephones also are 
mounted on the outside of the 
van for use by customers in the 
affected area 
An “ emergency 
telephone” sign identifies the 
restoral van and its phones. 


“ We have found this unit to be 
the fastest and most efficient 
means a va ila b le to put 
telephones 
back into service 
until permanent repairs are 
made,” said the division 
manager.

Oh, a son of a Chinese father and 
Japanese mother, has also become a 
national celebrity in Taiwan, which has 
been following the slugger's home run 
product with great interest 
Oh, the only professional baseball 
player in Japan with an annual income of 
more than $230,000, has hit more than 30 
home runs in every season since 1964 
There has been much controversy as to 
whether Oh’s home run output should be 
compared with Aaron’s 
In Japanese ballparks the outfield 
fences are closer to home plate than 
those in the United States. 
It is also 
argued that the caliber of professional 
baseball in Japan is sim ilar to that of 


Triple A ball in the United States. 
Oh himself has said he was just in­ 
terested in hitting as many home runs as 
possible 
He set his goal at 800 and said 
he could achieve it if he remained active 
until 40 or 41 years old 
As Oh approached Aaron’s record, tens 
of thousands of people attended Giants’ 
games in Tokyo and elsewhere 
Oh failed to hit a homer against the 
Taiyo Whales Tuesday night in which the 
Whales defeated the Giants 5-0.

because of his salary and job security. 
Drysdale. 41, retired as a player eight 
seasons ago when his arm went dead 
after helping pitch the Dodgers to three 
world championships. 
“ I don’t think it would be financially 
practical or fair to my fam ily,” he says 
“ Why should I throw away everything I 
have now just to prove something to 
myself? 
“If I ever seriously entertain any 
thoughts of becoming a manager, I hope 
somebody hits me between the eyes and 
wakes m e up ” 
Sources estim ate Drysdale is earning 
$80,000 a season as the No 2 man to Dick 
Enberg on the Angels’ radio and TV 
broadcasts. He also owns three succes­ 
sful restaurants — one in Hawaii and two 
in S o ut he rn C a l i f or n i a 
He has 
condominiums in Southern California 
and Hawaii, and owns a ranch and house 
in Calabasas, Calif. 
The 6-foot-5 righthander they used to 
call "Big D ” when he was in the National 
League now could be referred to as the 
“ Big Conglomerate.” 
Without 
naming 
team s or dates. 


Drydale admits he’s received "a couple" 
offers to manage since his last pitch for 
the Dodgers in 1969 It’s believed one of 
them was made by the Texas Rangers 
this season after they fired Frank Luc- 
chesi and had Eddie Stanky quit on them 
"I really gave only one of the jobs any 
serious thought,” he recalls. "At first, 
the job looked verv good. But on further 
investigation, it didn’t turn out that well. 
"The grass always seem s to look 
greener on the other side of the pasture. 
But let me tell you, most of the tim e it 
doesn’t work out that way. 
“Of course, it’s flattering when an 
owner wants you to manage his club I 
really don’t think I have anything to 
prove to anybody, though Maybe if I was 
eight or 10 years younger. I would jump 
at the chance. 
“Billy Martin was saying the other day 
that managers are hired to be fired 
Really, I’d have to have a screw loose to 
do it ” 
As a player, Drysdale was a fierce 
competitor with a hairtrigger temper. 
His baseball salary, he said then, bought 
the food for his baby and he defended his 
right to earn it. He insisted pitchers had 
to be mean to be successful That meant 
brushing back hitters 
It also meant — on the field — 
numerous fights and arguments 


“It’s hard to say what kind of manager 
I’d m ake,” he replies to a question. “ I 
have my own ideas about managing and 
I’d want my player to play the way I 
wanted, not the way they wanted. 


“I ’ve made an intelligent study 
baseball over the years and I think 
cam e up with the best run organizati 
in professional sports.

Q. Was Hoyt Wilhelm the only pitcher to pitch in the major 
leagues till he was 49 years old0 — K Johnston, Fillmore, Calif. 
A The old knuckleballer was actually released by the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in 1972 just short of his 49th birthday He still was 
the oldest pitcher to play regularly in the majors. Closest to him 
was the old spitballer, John Picus Quinn, who hung on until he was 
48 and was the oldest player ever to win a game Incidentally, 
Wilhelm’s son Jim is in the Yankee farm system and was recently 
converted from a first baseman to a pitcher — specializing, of 
course, in the knuckle ball. 


Q. Is it true that Tony Dorsett, who won the Heisman Trophy last 
year, almost skipped his last year of college football to play in 
Canada? — Roger D., Jamestown. N Y. 
A It sure is In fact, the threat was so serious that Johnny 
Majors, then his coach at Pitt, called scout Gil Brandt of the 
Dallas Cowboys and had him come to Pittsburgh to lecture Tony on 
the advisability of staying in school (Brandt had first befriended 
Dorsett as a freshman). “The type of money they were talking,” 
confesses Dorsett, “ — $1 million for three years — I had to 
listen.” Brandt was convincing, however, and Dorsett remained at 
Pitt — to be drafted and signed eventually by Brandt for the Dallas 
Cowboys' 


Q. Gene Littler was off the tour for a couple of months before his 
dramatic bid to win the PGA championship Did his absence have 
anything to do with the cancer operation he had five years ago° — 
L G.. Escondido, Calif 
A No The 47-year-old veteran was troubled by a degenerating 
disc in his back and decided to rest up before the major tourna­ 
ment The lack of action may have been why he pooped out 
physically in the last round. Gene has been otherwise in fine health 
since an exploratory operation under his left arm in the spring of 
'72 uncovered a malignant tumor, which was removed The nerves 
and muscles on his left side were affected, so Littler had to alter 
his game and build himself up again through intensive therapy. 


Q What state produces the greatest number of pro football 
players? — D L , Corpus Christi, Tex. 
A The Dallas Cowboys undertook a survey of birthplaces of NFL 
players about a year ago and uncovered the fact that the great 
state of Texas led the nation in NFL products, with 177, followed by 
California with 125 Ohio was a distant third, then Pennsylvania 
and, surprise.

No grease for angel food 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I have been told not to bake an angel 
food cake in a pan that has been greased and used for 
other cakes Do you know if 1 could use such a pan*’ I do 
not want to waste that many eggs if it will not work 
—IRETTA. 
DEAR IRETTA — Deep tube pans such as used for 
baking angel food enkes are seldom used for other 
things and if It has been thoroughly washed after each 
use I see no reason why it cannot be used for an angel 
food cake. Do not grease it for such a cake as all recipes 
I can find say to bake such a cake in a dry ungreased 
pan. The trick is not to remove from the pan immediate­ 
ly after baking but invert pan with cake and let "hang” 
until completely cool which will he an hour or more. 
Loosen at sides and around the tube with a narrow 
spatula, turn over and catch cake in the hands as it falls 
from the pan. What do you think, readers? —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to tell Blanche whose syn­ 
thetic yarn sweater has an odor that when I washed such a 
sweater 1 added a favorite cologne to the rinse water It work­ 
ed.

WASHINGTON - E arlier this year, 
we quoted from secret governm ent 
studies which warned tersely that the 
energy shortage could cause “social up­ 
heaval and revolution.” 
Unless the energy crisis is solved, the 
studies declare, the United States will 
run short of the energy needed to run our 
facto ries, h eat our 
homes and operate our 
autom obiles. 
This 
would cause such dis­ 
ruptions. the studies 
p r e d i c t e d , 
t h a t 
Americans would take 
to the streets. 
Yet the C arter ad­ 
m i n i s t r a t i o n h a s 
responded to the crisis 
with no more than a 
mild 
conse r va t i on 
program . 
Now we 
h a v e s e e n W h i t e 
House memos warning that the conser­ 
vation effort is falling flat. 
A four-page memorandum from White 
House energy expert Richard Cooper to 
presidential adviser Alvin Aim offers 
this cold-turkey view: 
“ It is in­ 
disputable,” declares the memo, that 
C arter’s energy policy “ will not be suf­ 
ficient to reach all the national energy 
goals announced by the president on 
April 20.” 
On that occasion, he called for a volun­ 
tary effort from the public and industry 
to halt the horrendous waste of energy 
Now the secret memo reports: 
“TÍie 
goals for energy efficiency in buildings, 
for a 10 per cent reduction in gasoline 
consumption and for a reduction in oil 
imports to six million barrels per day 
probably will not be achieved (without) 
additional m easures.” 
Translated into everyday language, 
this means the president’s hope to con­ 
serve energy is a piped ream It looks as 
if industry won’t build energy-efficient 
buildings and gas-efficient automobiles 
until the wells begin to go dry. 
The blunt memo, which has been for­ 
malized for consideration by the presi­ 
dent himself, focuses on the failure of 


private industry to see beyond next 
year’s projected profits. 
The memo warns that the new Carter 
policies will “ increase the cost of gas­ 
oline and the gas-guzzling car” but that 
the auto m anufacturers will merely 
“ give the appearance of trying to m eet” 
federal fuel efficiency standards; that 
construction firms are unlikely to “ em ­ 
bark on major research and develop­ 
ment projects” even to take advantage 
of tax credits; and that the insulation in­ 
dustry won’t develop better insulation 
because “ the industry will be able to sell 
all the (present) insulation it can 
produce.” 
Summarizes the memo: “ Industrial 
firms generally are considerably more 
willing to spend investment dollars on 
equipment that will expand output” — 
and, thereby, expand immediate profits 
— “than on equipment that will save 
energy ” 
Not even a complete crackdown on 
energy waste, the earlier studies warn, 
would be enough to save the United 
States from an energy catastrophe. "A 
fantastic amount of misinformation, 
wishful thinking, outright demogoguery 
and misplaced hopes are keeping the 
American people from looking their 
future straight in the eye.” one study 
contends. 


White House advisers have now come 
around to the conclusion that it will take 
a huge public expenditure merely to 
produce e ner gy- saving c a r s and 
buildings. 
But the real emphasis, ac­ 
cording to our sources, should be placed 
on development a renewable source of 
energy. 
Only an em ergency crash 
program, backed by the full resources of 
the United States, can produce a sub­ 
stitute for oil in time, they say. 


B I L LI O N - D O LL AR 
BA T T L E : 
Congress created the Cost Accounting 
Standards Board in 1970 to bring order to 
Pentagon bookeeping. Cost overruns and 
other expensive bugaboos are often 
decided by the definitions that the 
bookkeepers adopt. 
The accountant’s 
pen thus becomes as powerful as the con­ 


gressm an’s vote. 
The board’s first modest efforts were 
to regulate accountants. Now the board 
is attempting to cope with the actuaries, 
those little understood professionals who 
set up pension funds In a sense, the ac­ 
tuaries rig the game before the bargain­ 
ing begins. 
The stakes are high for the taxpayers. 
Although the exact figure appears to be 
beyond precise calculation, actuaries 
juggle the mortality, employment and 
other economic data that will determine 
the fate of more than $2 billion in 
government-backed pension funds each 
year. 


Actuaries are baffling lot, even to ac­ 
countants. Actuaries shroud their work 
in m ystery and use a special mumbo- 
jumbo that confuses the uninitiated. 
Words don’t always mean what they 
seem and, alternately, different words 
mean the sam e thing. 
For example, the phrases “ prior ser­ 
vice cost,” 
“ supplem ental present 
value,” and “ accrued liability” all mean 
the same thing, but only a few nonac- 
tuaries know this. 


Those astounding actuaries have also 
created at least 37 different ways to 
count the sam e pool of money. And the 
board has records showing two sets of 
actuarial figures to describe the same 
company: one for financial statem ents, 
the other for tax purposes. 
The General Accounting Office recent­ 
ly ran a spot check on nine defense con­ 
tractors’ use of actuaries to set up pen­ 
sion funds. The government auditors un- 
c o v e r e d o v e r $100 m i l l i o n 
in 
“questionable pension plan costs, ex­ 
cluding profits th a t... may be charged to 
government contracts because (of) un­ 
realistic actuarial assum ptions.” 
One of these contractors, identified 
only as “Contractor G ,” allegedly stuck 
the government for $40.9 million in ex­ 
cessive pension cpsts. We have learned 
that “Contractor G” is Aerojet General. 
A spokesman told us merely that the 
company “doesn’t agree with the GOA 
report.”

Dear Editor: 
I was greatly disappointed by the 
editorial featured in the August 23rd edi­ 
tion of the LOMPOC RECORD in which 
you approved of the new surrender 
treaty and belittled the importance of 
the Panam a Canal to the U S. 


In 1903, by the Hay-Banau-Varilla 
Treaty, Panam a “ granted full sovereign 
r i g h t s , p owe r , and a u t h o r i t y in 
perpetuity to the United States over the 
zone for the construction, maintenance, 
operation, sanitation, and protection of 
the canal.” The treaty exclused Panama 
of any sovereign rights, power, or 
authority and left no doubt as to the per­ 
manence of the American presence in 
Panama We paid $10 million plus annual 
payments of $250,000 (now $1.930,000) to 
Panama for ownership and rights of the 
Canal and Canal Zone. Since 1903 over 
$6 8 billion dollars of U.S. taxpayers’ 
money has been invested in our Canal, 
including defense 


Our Canal is vital to economy, defense, 
and security 
North America and South 
American depend largely on the Panam a 
shortcut for overseas trade Seventy per 
cent of Canal traffic either originates or 
term inates in United States ports. Chi 
June 8th four form er Chiefs of Naval 
operations sent a letter to President 
Carter concluding, “ The Panama Canal 
represents a vital portion of our United 
States naval and m aritim e assets, all of 
which are absolutely essential for free 
world security. It is our considered and 
combined judgment that you should in­ 
struct our negotiators to retain full 
sovereign control for the United States 
over both the Panam a Canal and its 
protective frame, the U.S. Canal Zone, 
as provided in the existing treaty.” 


As provided by our U S constitution, 
Congress is vested with the power to dis­ 
pose of territory or other property of the 
U S, We can keep our Canal by writing 
letters to our Senators and Congres­ 
smen, Points to make: X. The Panama 
Canal and Canal Zone is U S sovereign 
territory 2, We must retain sovereignty 
in both the Canal and Zone 3.

On the Right by 
William F. Buckley 
China and 
Panama 


Some will recall the landing of Presi­ 
dent Nixon in Peking in February of 1972 
The Chinese know how to fine-tune their 
hospitality, and on this occasion the 80 
reporters (that was the limit imposed by 
the Chinese authorities) rushed to the 
airport to be present for the historic 
landing. 
We looked about for the ex- 
pected crowds. There 
was no one — a small 
honor guard, a few 
dozen Chinese officials 
including Chou En-lai 
(not Mao Tse-tung). 
To one reporter who 
expressed amazement 
a t th e i n s o l e n t l y 
m e a g e r 
reception, 
another one cracked: 
“ But don’t you under­ 
stand? That’s all the 
Chinese that were left 
a f t e r the Cultural 
Revolution.” 
In the days ahead things warmed up, 
particularly after Mao Tse-tung con­ 
sented to meet briefly with Nixon, and 
the papers the next day featu red 
photographs of the baptismal encounter. 
Mr. Nixon went on, in the toasts he 
delivered on the ensuing evenings, to 
compare Mao Tse-tung with the rising 
sun. the full moon, and the aurora 
borealis. Granted Mao had heard these 
comparisons made about himself before, 
but in these m atters redundancy does not 
m atter. 
Indeed as fate would have it, 
within a very few years Richard Nixon 
had arrived at a political station whence 
he would find it difficult to get an ap­ 
pointment with the mayor of San Diego. 
But Mao Tse-tung sent over his own jet 
to bring Nixon back to Peking for 
another visit 
President C arter’s representative has 
been put through the same kind of 
wringer. Until 24 hours before the depar­ 
ture of Secretary Vance, he was not even 
vouchsafed the knowledge that the 
chairman of the Communist Party. Hua 
Kuo-feng, would deign to meet with him. 
The suspense became unbearable. One 
had the impression, well into the trip, 
that if Hau Kuo-feng had given Secretary 
Vance an a pp oi nt me nt for early 
September, Mr. Vance would have set­ 
tled down in Peking to await the greater 
occasion. 
When Mr. Vance presided over the 
ritual dinner at the Great Hall of the 
People. Chairman Hua did not bother to 
attend. 
And the official Chinese news 
agency described the meeting between 
Chairman Hua and Secretary Vance as 
“ serious and candid.” which is the Man­ 
darin equivalent of “ very satisfactory” 
as 
a rating given to a solider by the 
Army. 
Why do we do it? If China wants to 
“ normalize” relations with the United 
States, why don't they stop their musical 
chairs long enough to send over the top 
dog to Washington to discuss the m atter? 
Mr. Nixon went to China, Secretary Kis­ 
singer kept an extra wardrobe over 
there. President Ford went, now Vance: 
why don’t they come over here? 
Why should the desire for American- 
Chinese normalization exceed the desire 
for Chinese-American normalization? 
What do we have that weighs so heavy on 
our conscience’’ 
We 
don’t tell the 
Taiwanese what to do — it is the Chinese 
who seek to do so We do not have a com­ 
mon border with the Russians, it is the 
Chinese who do. We are not wracked by 
hunger and upheaval, that is a Chinese 
problem. 
We don’t have a proletariat 
that needs to make money to buy a bicy­ 
cle, having first got hold of the necessary 
permit. We export our grain, not import 
it. 
Our technology is the best of the 
superpowers’, not the worst. 
Why are 
we over there begging for an opportunity 
to temporize on our commitment to a 
non-violent future for Taiwan? 
President C arter should consider these 
points in the light of the troubles he faces 
with the new Panam a Canal Treaty. It is 
very difficult to criticize that new treaty, 
and I w arrant that the source of such 
resentment to it as there is arises from 
the notion that we 
are being, as usual, 
pushed around 
The whole episode in 
China reinforces that impression. 
Mr. 
C arter could correct that impression 
significantly by a few blunt statem ents 
about Taiwan and China
